Your missionary call letter states,” You will be expected to devote all your time and 
attention to serving the Lord, leaving behind all other personal affairs. As you do these 
things the Lord will bless you and you will become an effective advocate and messenger 
of the truth.” 

I believe that planning and goal setting coupled with accountability allows us to 
“devote all of our time and attention to serving the Lord...” In our mission we need to 
have hourly, daily, weekly and monthly plans both for our individual study and repentance 
but also our companionship work.

Actually, God has written out in advance much of His plan for the history of our earth,as well as the people who 
will live upon it.

We, here in the Salt Lake City mission, were foreordained to be 
here. It is a part of our plan of happiness. The plan was and is that you and I will give all our heart, mind, might 
and strength to this work. Why? President Hinckley said it this way, “Reach out to bless others, that, because of 
your efforts, someone may live a little closer to the Lord and have a little greater happiness in his or her life. That 
is the end of our existence, when all is said and done: to build happiness in the lives of people, because the thing we 
teach is the Lord’s Plan of Happiness.”
